1936, 
the fathers' 
age 
was 


listed at 73 on the birth cer- 
tificate. 
That would make 


Smith 88 today.

When a son, Willie Herbert, was 


born at Mt. Vernon on'March 19, 
1938, his father's age was listed 
at 75.

The seven children are by his 


third wife, 38 year old Anna Lee. 


Smith, who gets a state old age 


pension, says he was "just guess- 
ing" his age on those occasions.

His proof is a photostated 


affidavit addressed "to whom 
it may concern," and signed 
by a notary public. It says: 


"This Is to certify that I 


have written to WUUamsburg, 
Va., concerning Rev. Smith's 
age and I have found through 
Information of the great- 
grandfather of Colonel Rich- 
ardson (who was Rev. Smith's 
father's master) that his age 
is as indicated. Colonel Rich- 
ardson's great granddaughter 
searched the family records 
and found out that his age is 
true as stated in an Illinois 
paper." 
The affidavit, dated Nov. 30, 


1950. did not state his age.

Order Arrest 
Of Ralph on 
Three Counts 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government today filed tax eva- 
sion charges against Ralph Ca- 
pone, described as a 
"Chicago 


racketeer" and brother of the late 
Al Capone. 


The criminal 
complaint 
was 


filed before a U. S. commissioner 
in Chicago and announced here 
by Revenue Commissioner George 
J. Schoeneman, who said a war- 
rant has been issued for Capone's 
arrest. 


The complaint charged Capone 


with three separate offenses: 


1. Making "a false offer in 


compromise involving 
unpaid 


income taxes of approximately 
$100,000." 


2. Attempting to evade taxes. 
3. Concealing assets from in- 


ternal revenue officers. 
The action was part of a tax 


crackdown by the revenue bureau 
on alleged 
racketeers—a 
drive 


which reportedly will extend over 
the nation. 


Return Engagement 


The charges against Capone fol- 


lowed up two big tax recovery 
cases against Washington, D. C. 
men who allegedly made fortunes 
in gambling enterprises. 


Schoeneman's statement 
de- 


scribed the action against Capone 
as "a return engagement between 
Capone and the Internal Revenue 
service." 


Capone was indicted in 1930 for 


making a false offer in compro- 
mise and was fined $10,000 and 
sent to prison for three years, 
Schoeneman said. 


Today, Capone 
was 
charged 


with falsifying his financial status 
when he made an offer of $25,000 
in 1949 in settlement of income 
tax charges totaling more than 
$87,000 plus an unpaid $12.289.59 
in income taxes involved in his 
1930 conviction and imprisonment.

ate Reds in a roaring artillery 
duel on the Korean war front 
today and then crashed ahead 
for new gains. 


The Reds threw their heav- 


iest artillery fire of the war. 


Americans answered with a 


barrage that out-thundered 
the Reds. 50 shells to one. 


The drive carried an Ameri- 


can division onto high ground 
north of Hongchon, an impor- 
tant road hub 20 miles south 
of Parallel 38. 


Earlier Friday the Reds abrupt- 


ly halted their eight-day retreat 
on the central front. They turned 
on the allies with their heaviest 
artillery barrage yet. 


Then came the roaring Amer- 


ican echo. 


Planes Join 


United Nations warplanes join- 


ed in the blasting with rockets, 
firebombs and machine guns. 


The allied answer to the Com- 


munist stand boomed throughout 
most of Friday. 


Front dispatches did not identify 


the U. S. troops in the action. Nor 
did they give the distance of the 
American advance. 


U. S. troops took an important 


mountain pass on the eastern 
front. 
The Reds fought bitterly 


all day Thursday to hold the pass. 
Friday they faded away. 


On the'western end of the line, 


U. S.- troops crossed the Han river 
in force east of Seoul and captured 
high ground. 


On the central front, the Reds 


gave up Hongchon to the allies 
Thursday without a fight.

Its capture gave the allies an- 


other link in their chain of strong 
points stretching frfom liberated 
Seoul across the Korean peninsula.

Troops-to-Europe Problem Must 


Be Solved on Its Merits 


The president's constitutional power to direct the use of 
ps on foreign shores appears firmly supported by legal 


lecision and historical precedent. 


But the circumstances which surround the plan to dis- 


;ch American forces to Western Europe have never been 


.uplicated before in our history. It is proposed that U. S. 
irmies be woven into an overall European army to help 
ipld the fort against possible Russian attack. 


They would not go over to quell some minor disturbance. 
would they be committed automatically to fight a war. 


Jilt they would be kept in readiness for war if it should 
bme. 


Because of the evident gravity of this move, it makes 


ease that congress be consulted and its approval sought. 
Jut it does not seem wise for the lawmakers to adopt any 
neasure that would compel the president to seek congres- 
ional action before he could make any sort of troop disposi- 
ion in Europe. 


I The Constitution gives congress the power to declare 


urar. But it gives the president the authority to order Amer- 
can forces into action under circumstances short of war. 


The founding fathers did not make the president Com- 


mander-in-chief of the armed forces as an idle gesture. They 
foresaw that emergencies would arise in which prompt, flex- 
ble action would be necessary for the safety and security 
•fthe nation. They realized that the relatively cumbersome 
congress could not fulfill that need. 


1 The power of congress to make war is not the power to 


,urtail the president's own responsibilities in the military 
phere. To hamstring him in his proper authority as com- 
nander-in-chief is to toy with the nation's safety. 


- It so happens that most of the effort toward placing 
noits on presidential action stems from certain Republicans, 
'hey believe President Truman cannot be trusted to exercise 
lis authority wisely and they wish to curb him. 


- Well, now, they have a perfect right to distrust him if 
hey so desire, and to exercise every reasonable check upon 
im in the carrying out of his duties. But they are not jus- 
pfied in upsetting the constitutional balance of powers by 
nfcroaching upon his proper domain. Would they want such 
estraints upon a Republican president? 


I The lawmakers' positive control over the use of execu- 
ive power is through the purse strings. No president can 
'olfar without money. If congress feels he has overstepped 
he bounds, it can cut off funds for the questionable enter- 
rise. 
; In this troops-for-Europe issue, we are considering the 


rery fundamentals of American security. The question must 
; approached soberly and responsibly by every lawmaker. 
- None should let personal pique against a particular 


•resident push him into tampering with the chief executive's 
egal powers. Nor should any use this fine argument over 
institutional authority as a cloak to conceal opposition to 
lending troops abroad. 


^ Whatever the wisdom of the view, it's no sin not to want 


o~ dispatch troops to Europe. It should not be necessary 
o -hide this attitude behind a dubious constitutional debate, 
ior to resort to out-and-out delaying tactics to try and 
ichieve he goal of preventing their dispatch. 


Too much is at stake at this moment for any such petty 


perations as these. Let the troops-for-Europe question be 
ecided on its merits, without deliberate befuddlement and 
elays.

Jacoby on Canasta 


New Rules on Red Threes 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


For the last week or so we 


have been discussing the chances 
in the Canasta laws recently made 
by the official laws commissions 
in this country and 
in 
South 


America. Some of those changes 
have to do with red threes. 


What happens if you draw the 


last card of the stock-pile and dis- 
cover that the card is a red three? 


According to the new law, you 


just put that red three down on 
the table; and the hand ends right 
there. 
You don't meld, and you 


don't discard. 
All play is over 


for that hand. 


In other words, you don't really 


get a turn to play in this situa- 
tion. It's just as though the hand 
had ended before you drew—ex- 
cept that you have one more red 
three down on the table. 


Another point clarified by the 


new laws has to do with a meld- 
out on the very first round of 
play. 
What happens if the first 


player melds out before anybody 
else has had a chance to put red 
threes down on the table? 


In this situation, the other play- 


ers show their hands. If anybody 
has a red three, it is put on the 
table. 
"Nobody is penalized for 


failing to put down a red three, 
because nobody has 
had 
the 


chaince to put the red threes 
down." 


Any red three put down by the 


other players in this situation is 
scored exactly as though it had 
been put down normally in an or- 
dinary hand. 


For example, suppose each of 


the four players 
has one red 


three. The first player melds out 
at his very first turn to play. How 
are the red threes scored? 


To begin with, each player puts 


his red three on the table. Nobody 
draws a replacement card, be- 
cause the hand has ended. This 
means that each of the three re- 
maining players is chargeable for 
only ten cards instead of a normal 
hand of eleven cards. 


The first player, who melded 


out, gets 100 points credit for his 
red three. His partner, the third 
player, also gets 100 points credit 
for his own red three. The rea- 
son is that their side has melded; 
and you get a credit for your red 
threes if your side has melded by 
the time the hand ends. 


The second and fourth players 


lose 100 points each for their red 
threes. (They also lose points or 
the other cards in their hands, of 


course.) Their side has not meld- 
ed, and they therefore are debited 
for each of their red threes. 


* * • 


What happens if you fail to put 


down a red three at your first 
chance to do so? 
(This is some- 


thing that should happen only by 
accident, because it is considered 
very, very bad form to break any 
law deliberately.) 


At your next turn to play, you 


put the red three down and draw 
from the stock to replace it. You 
also make your 
regular 
draw 


from the stock. 
However, you 


are not allowed to take the dis- 
card pile at that turn. 


Incidentally, if the hand ends 


before you make your correction, 
your side is penalized 500 points. 
This is a big penalty, so it's very 
unwise to get careless with your 
red threes.

It was on the basis ot Dr. Pana- 


terri's 
certificate, 
stating that 


Costello was suffering front acute 
laryngitis, that the gambler yes- 
terday had declared his right to 
walk o.ut. 


On the basis of the doctor's tes- 


timony today, Kefauver said, "it 
appears that Mr. Costello is phys- 
ically able to answer a certain 


number of questions for at least a 
time."
